SHOT IN FIRST RIOT; DIES. 

Another victim of Friday night's violence 
died early this morning at St. John's hospital. 
He was Frank Delmore, a miner. Delmore 
was shot during the riots at Seventh and 
Washington streets, the levee district in 
which lived a great many negroes of bad rep- 
utation. John Colwell, another coal miner, 
was shot at the same time and place. He 
lived only a few hours. 

Delmore and Colwell : were in the crowe of 
thousands that went from Loper’s restaurant 
to the negro quarter. It was an angry mob 
seeking vengeance on any person whose skin 
was black. The temper of the crowd wes 
shown in the manner that n wrecked Loper’s 
place. In a few minutes the rioters made 
it look as if a cyclone had struck NR. 

There was a saloon on the southwest cor- 
ner ot Seventh and Washington run by a

It was this act of the negroes that en- 
raged the mob and ended in the burning of 
twenty-five or thirty buildings in the Bad 
Land and the lynching of Scott: Burton. 
When the miners fell the rioters continued 
their march of death and devastation. 


FEAR TROUBLE AT FUNERAL. 

Colwell is to be buried tomorrow. The po- 
lice fear the thousands ef coal miners who 
will attend the funeral may become riotous 
after their comrade has deen laid in his 
grave. Extraordinary precautions. will be 
taken by the militia to prevent any troudie.

SECOND INFANTRY ARRIVES. 

The second Illinois infantry of 496 men un- 
der Col, John J. Garrity made a spectacular 
entry into Springfeld when it arrived from 
Chicago by special train over thé Alton at 
3:45 p. m. For the last mile into Springfhdd 
B company, under Capt. Theodore Davis, 
marched over the ties ahead of the engine 
while on either side of the cars other soldiers 
matched as guards to oppose any err 
storming of the train. 

The men were in heavy N order 
with rolled ponchos over their shoulders 
and canvas covered canteens hanging from 
their waists. It was a hot march, dut the 
men stood it gamely, evoking expressions 
of praise from the citizens of Springfield who 
wetched their arrival.

Negro Assailant of Woman in Long 
Island Escapes Lynching by Citizens 
Angry at Attack. 


Huntington, L. I., Aug. 14—A négro who 
gives his name as George Washington, who 
late this afternoon attacked a white woman, 
is under heavy guard tonight in the local 
lockup after having been reacyed by depu- 
ties from a crowd of angry citizens. Threats 
of violence were frequent as the news of the 
assault spread and this evening a mob of 
fifty men battered in the front door of the 
jail with a ratiroad tie and attempted to re- 
move the prisoner. The attacking party 
found itself confronted by two deputies with 
guns, however, and after a parley withdrew. 

The negro, who was in a state of extreme 
terror throughout the attack, will be re- 
moved from the jail to Riverhead eariy to- 
morrow. It is not believed the attack will 
be renewed during the night.

Ags Lord Alverstone, the lord chief justice 
of England, is on his way to this country 
to attend the great meeting of the American 
Bar association at Seatt! the end of this 
month, it may be of interest to take advan- 
tage of his presence to interview him with 
regard to the extraordinary ruling which he 
delivered to the jury in the recent Stevier 
trial, at which he presided. 

Sievier, it may be recalled, had been in- 
dicted for blackmailing J. B. Joel, the South 
African multimillionaire and racing man. 
The lord chief justice in instructing the jury 
laid down the principle that if one man says 
to the other, What will you take not to 
libel me any more ' and the other replies, 
“So much, that is not blackmeil in the 
eyes of the law. Lord Alverstone holds that 
in order to establish the crime of blackmail 
it ie necessary to prove a successful or un- 
successful attempt to extort money which 
the libeled person was not willing to pay. 

This may be the correct and lawful con- 
struction of the existing statutes bearing 
upon the subject. But the ruling does not 
certainly appeal to the ideas of ordinary 
common sense of the layman, and it is to be 
feared that it will lead to a vast increase of 
that particular offense of which Sievier was 
undoubtedly guilty—that is to say, of libeling 
and abusing in print his victim, until the 
latter, in sheer desperation like Jake Joel, 
offers money to his tormentor to desist. 

English and American law have so much in 
common, being based on the same founda- 
tions, that this ruling of the lord chief justice 
may have some bearing upon the treatment 
of biackmall by the courte on thie side of 
the Atlantic, and it ig to de hoped that the 
matter will be brought up for discussion at 
the impending congress at Seattle.
